Politics in the Postoffice 


The glaring impropriety of turning 


over the management of the postal 
business of the United States to the 
manager of a Presidential eompaigii, 
has become obvious to all men of all 
parties. 
Mr. Hitchcock, as we have 


always gladly admitted, could learn 
to manage the business of the Post 
Office Department as well as he has 
learned the Ins and outs of party 
politics. 
He is the unhappy victim 


of a situation that he did not create. 
But it is impossible for him or any 
other man to serve these two diver- 
gent interests at the same time. How 
could any man, in so distracting a 
predicament, give wise thought and 
direction to postal affairs, or rid his 
mind of political motives when he 
has decisions to make? The scheme 
to penalize the magazines, though 
pretending to have a postal-revenue 
motive, has no merits whatever from 
the revenue standpoint 
If second- 


class matter at one cent a pound is 
not paying enough, a very simple and 
obvious device would be to increase 
that rate by 23 per cent, or even 50 
per cent. 
Such an increase would 


immediately wipe out the existing 
deficit, would change no relative con- 
ditions, and raise no questions in that 
broad, shadowy zone between news- 
papers and periodicals, that no man 
can be safely allowed to determine.—'

be crushed or rolled, and boiled with 
another boiling, so that it appears <o 
me thnt there should be nothing lost 
in so doing."

Spraying 


A McKean County correspondent 


wrote to Prof. H. A. Surface, State 
Zoologist, Harrisburg, as follows: "I 
wish to spray and prune my orchard 
this spring, and as I am not very well 
posted in this line of work, would you 
kindly give me your advice on prun- 
ing, and also the best insecticide to 
use for spraying." 


Professor Surface replied: "You 


can obtain- good Bulletins on pruning 
by writing for them to the TJ. S. De- 
p'artment of Agriculture, "Washington, 
D. C., asking for their Farmers' Bul- 
letins on this subject. 


"For spraying, the material and 


the date; of application depend ,upon 
the pests for which you are spraying. 
It is necessary for you to learn what, 
pests, are present, and treat them, ac- 
cordingly. 
You dp hot even "say 


whether your orchard is a peach 
orchard or apple or some cither kind 
of trees. The strength and compo- 
sition of the formula and the date 
of application alt Vary with the kind 
of'trees to be treated, as well as the 
kind of pests present. 


"In general, for apple trees the 


most important spraying is that for 
the 
Codling Moth which 
makes 


wormy apples, pears and quinces, but 
does not work on the stone fruits. 
For this pest we spray just after the 
blossoms fall, never spraying alhy- 
thing. while in bloom., 
Use two 


pounds of arsenate of lekd and one 
gallon of strong concentrated lime- 
sulfur solution in fifty gallons of wa- 
ter. You can buy the lime-sulfur so- 
lution ready made, or you can make 
it yourself by^ boiling one pound of 
fresh lime and two pounds of sulfur 
in each gallon of -water one hour. 
Let the material settle or strain it be- 
fore using, so as to avoid clogging of 
nozzles with the sediment that may 
remain. 
Repeat this operation of 


spraying with the same material 
about two or three weeks after the 
first application is made. 
'- 


"For apples, pears or quinces if 


you have no scale insects there will 
be no need of any other spraying 
than those above mentioned. If you 
have scale insects you should spray 
at any time while the leaves are off, 
with the concentrated lime-sulfur so- 
lution, diluted to a hydrometer test 
of 1.03, or dilute the home-made 
preparation by adding six times as 
much water as you have of the strong 
solution. 
Spray thoroughly from 


each side of the tree, making the ap- 
plication from one side of the tree 
when the wind is blowing slightly, 
and watch and spray the other side 
when the wind changes, so it is favor- 
able for this. Use the same material, 
in the same manner; for all kinds of 
trees, shrubs and bushes that are in- 
fested with scale insects.* 
This is 


also a fungicide for destroying many 
disease germs, such as those of the 
peach leaf curl, when applied during 
the dormant period as for smale. 


"In spraying the stone fruits yoii 


should dilute the summer spray with 
'our times as much water as you use 
on the pome fruits, on apple, pear and 
quince.

What To Do AVith. Pruned Brush 
Many inquiries are sent .-to? State 


Zoologist Surface, Harrisburg, con- 
cerning the necessary treatment of 
brush to prevent the spread of in- 
sects after pruning. His general re- 
ply is as, follows: 


It is not necessary to gather and 


burn brush from -trees infested with 
scale insects of any kind in order to 
prevent the -spread of the pests as 
they do not spread from the falling 
brush, but it is very impprtant.-.to cut 
carefully all twigs and liinbs on plum 
and cherry trees which contain black 
knots and thus show they are 'injured 
by the fungous disease kno^n as 
Black Knot. 
The freshly cut'stubs 


should be washed with an antiseptic 
like lime-sulfur, or be painted, and 
the pruning instruments should be 
washed with lime-sulfur to prevent 
carrying the disease from one tree to 
another. 
,, '"]. 


All blighted parts on apple, pear 


and quince trees should be cut out 
and removed with care, and burned 
at the first opportunity. The blight 
which is properly called pear- -blight, 
and commonly known by- the .various 
names of black blight, twig blight, 
body blight,- bark blight, trunk- , blight 
and black flag is due to a bacterial 
disease beneath the bark, and .is not 
to be reached by spray . liquids. To

Now while fruit growers and vine- 


yardists are busy pruning they have 
opportunity to observe closely all evi- 
.dences of injury to their ; trees, 
shrubs and vines. As a consequence 
many persons of different parts of 
Pennsylvania are sending to State 
Zoologist, Prof. H. A. Surface,, at 
Harrisburg, sections of twigs, vines, 
and berry bushes, which contain 
rows of very small holes. Prof. Sur- 
face takes this opportunity to reply 
to inquiries by the following letter 
taken directly from his correspond- 
ence to a Jefferson County citizen: 


I have received the section of grape 


vine which you sent me, and find 
that it has been punctured by an in- 
sect known as tne Snowy Tree Crick- 
et. 
The rows of holes extending 


along the vine are places where the 
insect deposits its eggs. By splitting 
the vine the long yellow curved eggs 
will be seen within. This is not a 


seripus injury, as the vine will 


outgrow it. What is better in prun- 
ing a vine is to cut off back of the 
place of injury. 


This insect often punctures the 


canes of raspberry and blackberry, 
and sometimes the twigs of various 
trees. 
These injured places will be 


cut off at the time of pruning, which 
is before the leaves come, and can 
be burned to prevent the possibility 
of the eggs hatching and giving fur- 
ther trouble in this regard. 
This 


particular insect or tree cricket is 
beneficial in its feeding habits, be- 
cause it feeds on plant lice, young 
scale insects and other soft-bodied 
scale insects. 
If it were not for its 


damage at the time of laying its eggs, 
it would be considered entirely bene- 
ficial.

.Some of'tbb People and Things One 


Finds Along the Rio Grande, Dur- 


ing Present Mexican Uprising. 
(Written for The Gazette by M. J. 


Brown, Editor Little Valley, N. Y., 
Huo.) 


When at Torrance, New Mexico, I 


3iad planned to make a trip to El 
Paso and down through old Mexico to 
<3hihuahua, but the reports from the 
•uprising made me think twice and I 
turned back at the river. 
Diaz gave 


it out that it was simply a little flut- 
ter that he would put down in thirty 
days, but the Americans along the 
border told me the Czar was off about 
three years in his calculations and 
that flutter would develop into a 
.good-sized breeeze before Mexico's re- 
"beHion ended. 


The American side of the river was 


lined with the leaders of the insurrec- 
tion—who had crossed over for safety 
and to better help the cause. Every 


/ little cow town was full of them and 


out on the prairies they would have 
•meetings, and plot against the gov- 
ernment. 


A ranchman at Langtry pointed out 


-to me a Mexican leader who he said 
-was one of the shrewdest and most 
•troublesome of all the local disturb- 
•ers, and a man whom the Mexican 
government would give much to get 
3ts hands on. The fellow appeared to 
me to be just a common, low-type 
Greaser, and he sat around the store 
with the Mexican bunch, smoking 
-cigarettes and marking time. 
I let 


Tny hat blow off and he chased it for 
me, and then I offered him a cigarette 
;and tried to engage him in conversa- 
tion. He could say a few words in 
pigeon English and I a few m mon- 
-grel Spanish, but whenever I tried to 
•talk war he could not -understand.- 
The man appeared to toe of the peon 
type, of very little intelligence, and it 
seemed to me that about all he was 
good for was to smoke cigarettes. 
_And yet he was one of the "leaders." 


And from Brownsville to El Paso, 


-a. distance of about 800 miles, the 
-river bank on the American side was 
lined with these men—smuggling 
across arms and ammunition—while 
the other bank was lined with the 
Mexican government's river guards 
and rurales, to see that there was no 
smuggling—and they tell me that 
many of them turn their heads so 
they can't see it.

Text of th» Lessen, II Kings H, 1-18. 


Memory Vertes, 11, 12—Golden Text, 
Gen. v, 24—Commentary Prepared by 


Rev. 
D. M. Stearns. 


As we come to Elijah's farewell to 


earth for the present-we ,might "with, 
great profit review and ponder'his 'di-' 
rect messages from the Lord, which, 
if I have counted correctly, were just 
eight (I Kings xvli. 2, 8; rvlii, 1; 3±c, 9, 
xxi, 17, 28; II Kings 1, 3, 15). In the 
previous chapter in connection with 
the messages from heaven to Elijah 
notice how God observes all that Is 
done for or against TTlTn, and also 
how He tells His servants when to go 
or stay. "The ways of man are be- 
fore the eyes of the Lord, and He pon- 
dereth all his goings" (Prov. v, 21). 
Note the fire from heaven in chapter 
i, 10, 12, and compare Rev. vi, 5. 


We should have noticed in last les- 


son the penitence of Ahab and the 
Lord's forbearance and long suffering 
(I Kings xxi, 27-29). Truly He is not 
willing that any should perish (II Pet. 
iii, 9). 


Now we came in our lesson of to- 


day to something wholly unique In the 
Bible story, for, although Enoch also 
•was translated, we have no" record of 
the incidents connected 
therewith. 


Only these two have ever left the earth 
without dying, but a great company 
will have this privilege when Jesus 
shall come to the ah- for His church 
(I Cor. xv, 51, 52; I Thess. iv, 16-18). 
There Is a fearful record in Rev. adr, 
20, of two men who shall be cast Into 
the lake of 'fire without dying. 


This lesson story of r<the translation 


of Elijah and the beautiful devotion 
of Elisha is one of the most fascinat- 
ing In Scripture and Intensely prac- 
tical. 
They are more -Intimately as- 


sociated here than anywhere else, and 
their names, which are mentioned over 
twenty times in our lesson and signify 
"My God is Jehovah"-and "My God Is 
salvation," are so suggestive of Him 
with whom they both walked. 


Elisha's oft repeated "As the Lord 


liveth and as thy soul liveth I will 
not leave thee" (verses 2, 4, 6) remind - 
us of the devotion of Ruth to Naomi 
and of Ittai to David for the sake of 
the God of Israel (Ruth i, 16, 17; II 
Sam. 
arv, 21). 


The expressions "So they Went," 


"So they came," "They two went on," 
"They two stood," "They two went 
over," "They still went on and talked" 
(verses 2, 4, G, 7, 8, 11), suggest to us 
the possibility of such a- fellowship 
withythe Lord Jesus Christ Himself, 
seeing no one but Jesus only with our- 
selves and so occupied with Him that 
we shall be blind and deaf to all but 
Him (Mark ix, 8; Acts xxii, 11). The 
four places mentioned are easily sug- 
gestive of different stages of Christian 
experience, Gilgal reminding us of the 
reproach of Egypt rolled away, the 
past under the blood (Josh, v, 9, 10). 
Bethel tells of visions of God, minis- 
tering angels, etc ; Jericho was where 
the new captain appeared to Joshua, 
and the thirteenth round of the city 
brought down the walls. 


AH this indicates progress in the 


divine life, but there is always more 
for us to enjoy, and we will increas- 
ingly possess our possessions if we 
whole heartedly follow on (Obad. xvii; 
Hos. vi, 3). 


To Elijah's question, "Ask what I 


shall do for thee," Elisha promptly re- 
plied, "Let a double portion of thy 
spirit be upon me" (verse 9). When 
Elijah considered wbat he had passed 
through we do not wonder that he said 
to the man who wanted a double por- 
tion of his spirit, "Thou hast asked a 
hard thing." Few are filled with the 
spirit just for that reason. It is a hard 
thing—not hard for God to grant, but 
for us to be willing to receive, accord- 
ing to Luke- xiv, 26, 27, 33. Many are 
called, but few are chosen, for the 
same reason 


I have often tried to picture these 


two men as they walked on together. 
We may not know which war Elijah 
looked, but there can be no doubr 
about Elisha, for his receiving hi-* 
heart's desire depended upon his see- 
ing Elijah when hp was taken from 
him. 
How could thei o be a more stead- 


fast beholding of a person' 
If we 


looked up as steadfastly into heaven 
as Stephen did (Acts vii. 55) there 
would be more of Jesus seen in our 
lives 


Well, the •whirlwind came, and the 


horses and chariot of fire, and Elijah 
was'taken, nnd Elisha saw it, and. 
rending his own mantle in two pieces. 
he took up the mantle of Elijah that 
fell from him and went back nnd srnnl 
by Jordan 
Elijah is pone, but not 


so the God of Elijah. 


With the mantle of Elijah he smote 


the waters and said, "Where te the 
Lord Ga* *f BHjab?" The waters di- 
vided, and Ellshn went over, and the 
sons of the prophets who wore watch- 
ing said. "The spirit of Elijah doth 
rest on Elisha." 
Some people took 


knowledge of Peter and John that they 
had been with Jesus, and there should 
be a savor of Him in the lives of ?1I 
His people (Acts iv, 13; II Cor. ii, 14, 
15). 
To the sons of the prophets' per- 


sistent plea that they might go and 
search for Elijah, Elisba finally yield- 
ed. They retorned after three days of 
vain searching and confessed that they 
could not find him. 
There may be 


etich searching when the church has 
been taken. We next see Elijah lu 
Matt xTii ftftre and well. 
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Fall River, Mass., February 26. — 


Pastor Russell preached twice here 
today. 
He had fine audiences and 


excellent attention. We quote one of 
his instructive discourses from the 
text, "I pray not for the world, but 
for those whom Thou has given me" 
(John-xvii, 9). He said: , 


When, years ago, I believed that an 


eternity of torture awaited all who do 
not accept God's "call" of the present 
time, I had great difficulty with this 
text. I asked, Is it possible that our 
Redeemer was selectively unjust in 
his dealings with our race? 
Can it 


be true that the Heavenly Father 
merely calls and draws a predesti- 
nated few to himself and to everlast- 
ing bliss? 
Can it be true, as our 


catechisms recite, that God and Jesus 
"passed by" the great mass of man- 
kind without drawing them, without 
calling them, without giving them the 
hearing ear, without opening the eyes 
of their understanding? 
Can it be 


that all these blind and deaf, un- 
sought; undrawn, uncalled and un- 
prayed for by the Savior are going 
down to eternal torment? My heart 
answered, No! 
But my brain was 


confused by the errors, the misinter- 
pretations of the Bible, which I "had 
received. 


John. Wesley's "Free Grace" 


Trained in the Doctrine of Election 


and Predestination I, like hosts of 
others, felt somehow that Brother 
Wesley's teaching of Free Grace was 
more noble, more 
God-like, than 


Brother Calvin's teaching respecting 
Election and Predestination. 


Nevertheless, when I reasoned on 


the subject I said, Can I think of the 
omniscient God preparing a great 
place of sufficient size to hold the en- 
tire human family and outfitted with 
every devilish, appliance for their tor- 
ture, and yet being ignorant of the 
conditions under which they would be 
born? 
Can I think that he did not 


know that we would be born in sin. 
and shapen in iniquity? Can I think 
that he did not know of the present 
reign of Satan, Sin and Death and 
that it would last for six thousand 
years and injuriously affect our entire

but is taught by the precepts of men! 
(Isaiah xxix, 13). 


Hearken again: "As the heavens 


are higher than the earth, so are my 
methods higher than your methods 
and my plans higher than your plans" 
(Isaiah Iv, 9). 
And so we find, my 


dear friends—God's Word is true. 
His Character is glorious. ~Only the 
mist and smoke of the ''dark ages" 
have confused things for us and mys- 
tified matters and darkened the eyes 
of our understanding. 


Predestination of the Bible 


Now as the six thousand years have 


passed and we have entered upon the 
Sabbatic Seventh Thousand we are 
beginning to realize that it marks a 
New Dispensation—that the night is 
passed; ' that the dawn is upon us. 
The wonderful inventions of our day 
along earthly lines are in full har- 
mony with the clear light now shin- 
ing upon God's Word, making its 
dark places bright and its rough 
places smooth and enabling us to re- 
move the stumbling stones from the 
"pathway of the just, which shineth 
more and more unto the perfect day." 


Now we can see why Jesus did not 


pray for the world. It was because 
the world was not in any danger of a 
fiery hell. More than that, it was be- 
cause God's time for dealing with the 
world had not yet come. The world, 
however, is to be dealt with by the 
great Redeemer. After He shall have 
set up His Kingdom in power and 


after He shall have 
for a thousand years 


Brother Wesley's theory of God's 


JLove and good intentions — of his en- 
deavor to save everybody — seems in- 
consistent when contrasted with his 


great glory; 
bound Satan 
that he might deceive the people no 
more, the glorious Savior, Messiah, 
will cause a general enlightenment of 
mankind and a full opportunity for 
all, rich and poor, great and small, To 
rise up from dust and ashes and the 
grave to the full pertection of human 
nature. 


The Sun 
of Righteousness will 


arise with healing in his beams, bless- 
ing mankind, healing their diseases, 
mental, moral and physicals and caus- 
ing the knowledge of the Lord to fill 
the whole earth. No longer will any 
need to say to his neighbor or his 
brother, "Know _thou the Lord, for 
all shall know Him, from the least 
to the greatest." And onljr the wil- 
fully wicked and disobedient will be 
cut off from life in the Second Death 
j-—-not torture; but, as St. Paul de-

teaching that only a saintly few reach cjares> (<They shall ^ 
ished with 


eternal bliss and that the thousands ' 
of millions must spent eternity in tor- 
ture. Thus I was once confused, as 
millions are still confused today, in 
respect to the Divine Character as ex- 
emplified in the Divine plan of the 
ages. So far as I can see, Brothel- 
Calvin had a wise and powerful God 
such as I could admire and reverence, 
if he had only been kind and loving 
instead of diabolical. 
And Brother 


Wesley had a kind and loving God 
such as I could admire and worship, 
if he had only had the wisdom and 
power of Calvin's theory. 


So long as we have such confusion 


in our minds faith and hope and love 
and trust shake upon the foundations 
of our reason. We recognize that we 
knew nothing of the future of our- 
selves; that we are wholly dependent 
upon Divine Revelation. But we can- 
not expect that our Creator would 
give us a Revelation which to sancti- 
fied minds would appear Satanic in- 
stead of Divine. We must remember 
that our Creator invites us to reason, 
raying, 'Come, let us reason together; 
though your sins be as scarlet, they 
snail be white as snow." 
Surely a 


right understanding of the Divine 
Revelation, the Bible, should be a 
reasonable one to a sanctified mind. 


Hearken to the Work of the Lord. 


Their fear toward me is not of me, 
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I everlasting destruction." 


We see, then, that our Lord's rea- 


son for not praying tor the world was 
that He knew the Father's Plan that 
the world was not to be dealt with 
during this Age, but during the next, 
the Kingdom Age. The Master pray- 
ed for His own, for the class which 
He has been selecting during the past 
nineteen hundred years. 
These are 


variously called "the elect," the "dis- 
ciples," "His followers," "members 
oi his Body," a "Royal Priesthood," 
the "Bride," "the Lamb's Wife," the 
"little flock," to whom it is the Fath- 
er's good pleasure to give the King- 
dom. 


Eiect to Bless Non-Elect 


Seeing, then, that there is a differ- 


ence between God's provision for the 
world, to be dispensed in the next 
Age, and his provision for the Church 
to be given now, we ask, What is the 
difference between these? 
The an- 


swer is that the world's salvation Is 
to be to human nature and an earthly 
Paradise world-wide; while the elect 
class is a special one called of God, 
chosen in Christ and faithful in ad- 
versity and, by the Lord's grace, is to j

St. Paul tells us that

hood under the great High Priest, as 
members 'of his Body. God foreknew 
also the kind of a Message He would 
send forth and that it would be at- 
tractive only to a certain class pos- 
sessed of a love for righteousness. 
These, only would hear His call 
These only would have the eyes of 
their understanding specially opened, 
because these alone would accept of 
His assurances and make a full con- 
secration to His service. 
Such He 


would beget of His Holy Spirit, and. 
such, in due time, would be born of 
the Spirit in the resurrection and en- 
ter into the fellowship and compan- 
ionship and kingly joys of their Mas- 
ter. 


It is of this special class that the 


Apostle declares, "Whom God did 
foreknow, these He also did predesti- 
nate to be conformed to the likeness 
(image) of His Son" (Romans vin, 
29). 
TBis is to say, God's predesti- 


nation was not only that He would 
have a Church, but, additionally, that 
the terms or conditions of fellowship 
in that Church should be that each 
one would become Christ-like. Surely 


justice of God in so deciding, that 
none but the saintly copies of their 
Lord, could^be members of the elect 
Church and joint-heirs with Him in 
His Kingdom.

parts of the earth for a possession 
(Psalm ii, 8). Jesus did not make 
this request on the night of Hi 
crucifixion because it was not the 
Father's time to answer that prayer. 
Appropriately He waited, and while 
gathering the "elect" from every na- 
tion, people, kindred and tongue, the 
Scriptures declare that He is seated 
at the Father's right hand of glory 
expecting or waiting for the time TO 
come when the Kingdom under the 
whole heavens shall be delivered to 
Him by the Father.

done at the end of this Gospel Age, 
when the saintly Body of Christ shall 
have been completed. 
Then "He 


shall take unto himself His great 
power and reign." 


A great time of trouble will follow. 


The plowshare of sorrow will make 
ready the hearts of mankind for the 
great blessings which Messiah will 
then be ready to bestow, because that 
will be the due time.
